The anniversary exercises of the North western 
Baptist Education Society. begun Sunday evening 
at the Second Baptist Church, corner of Morgan 
and Monroe streets, were continued last evening } 
at the same place. In the absence of the Presi- 
dent, D. B. Cheney, D. D., was called to the 
chair. The session was opened with singing, 
which was followed by the reading of the Scrip- 
tures by the Chairman, and prayer bv the Rev.

CONSTITUTION, 
the principal features of which are as follows, 
was then taken up: The organization shall be 
known as the Western Baptist Education So- 
ciety. Its object shall be to furnish pecuniary 
astzistance to deserving students while studying 
for the ministry in Baptist colleges. Any per- 
son may become an annual member of this Soci- 
ety by the payment of $1, ora life member on 
pa went of #25, anda life manager for $100. 
The usual officers are provided for, and their 
functions are designated. Lhe Executive Com- 
mittee shall act upon all applications for aid, ar- 
range meetings, etc., and have in general the 
fanctions aod powers of the Board of Trustees 
or of the Society. The annual meetings of the 
Society shali be held in Chicago. 

There was some discussion on the change of 
Dane, in which the Rev. T. W. Goodspeed aod 
Mr. Biackali stated that it was the desire to ex- 
teud the work of the society until it embraced all 
the Western States, and that the name North- 
weste was too limited in its significance. 
Several others spoke of the danger theré was of 
neglecting Western colleges, in which they were 
specially interested, if they spread their work 
too far. 

The Kev. T.W. Goodspeed, upon the presenting 
ofschis idea, said that Chicago was the great 
centre of theological instruction, and most of 
the work would be required right here. They 
would not be called upon to contribute aid to 
other States, but by extending their bouadaries 
they would secure the co-operation of States 
from which they might draw assistance. 

Dr. Cheney thought the term “ Northwest- 
ern covered the territory contemplated in the 
remarks. They could not hope to embrace the 
Southwestern States, and the Northwest was 
generally considered to comprise all the other 
Western States. : 

On motioa of Dr. Blackall the old name was 
retained, and the coubtitu:ion was then adopted.

JUDGE JAMESON'’S ADDRESS BEFORE THE LITERARY 
SOCIETIES. 


The Hon. J. A. Jameson yesterday evening 
delivered an address before the Literary Socie- 
ties of the Chicago University, in University 
Place Baptist Chureh. A large audience was 


present. 


He took for his subject 
2 THE LIBERAL PROFESSIONS. 

After sketchiog in general terms the vocatiors 
inclided in the title—iawyer, preacher, phy- 
sician, teacher, and journaliet—he proceedea to 
describe their distinctive peculiarities. He said 
the range of faculties brought into play by the 
calling of a lawyer wers not of the highest. 
They were mainiy those of the understanding, 
and the end of their exercise was the ascertain- 
ment of justice. The lawyer was a casuist, and 
sometimes in the bad seuse of the word. After 
making a discriminative criticivm on the digtino- 
tave characteristics of legal culture, the speaker 
said that, amusing as it might seem to his audi- 
tors, the lawyer was 

A VERY MODEST MAN. 
He was trained to self-distrust from the very 
mode in which trials were conducted. The law- 
yer felt that at every step of his case 
there was danger of disaster, and the 
habit of his mind was rather to under- 
estimate the value of his preparations 
than to risk defeat by overconfidence. The 
lawyer was combative, bold, and active, yet 


pre eminently cautious. The lawyer was abt to 


be conservative in politics, as his impulse was to 
stand by the existing law. The speaker cited 
instances of the obstinate political obstructive- 
ness of bodies of lawyers. But while this was 
true under monarchical governments, in this 
cvuntry the finest aud most illustrious states- 
men had come from among the ranks of the 
lawyers. In the republic the people were 
sovereign, and the instinct of the lawyer 
was to assert the prerogatives of the Sovereign. 
Hence, in monarchies, the men who did most 
to exalt the prerogatives of the crown were the 
lawyers. Like the neédie to the Pole, the 
lawyers of England have always been true to 
the sovereign. Lawyers were probably the 
greatest readers of all professioual men. Too 
commonly books were employed by them merely 
as meang to secure a particular case, and their 
reading did not, therefore, indicate a real taste 


for reading. The average yer, outside of his 
immediate line, was apt to t 
NARROW-MINDED AND ONE-SIDED. 

As legislators were mainly recruited from among 
lawyers, to the lack of thorough culture 
in that profession was greatly due the low 
tone of Legislatures, Ibe American Bar had 
been steadily lowering its tone for vears. Where 
was now the lawyer who could write The Fed- 


eralist?” The legal profession did not enter 
into the mental and moral work of the age. It 


looked after the main chance, money-making. 


They were not men of large faith or easy belief, 
as the logical faculty was dominant in their 
minds. Under whatever religious banner he may 
eolist, if you scratch the lawyer you fird the lib- 
eral or skeptic. To make his developmeot sym- 
metiical he needed a quickening of his higher 
faculties. 
THE PHYSICIAN 
exhibited a strong tendeucy to scientific research 
and to benevolent endeavor. He was compeiled 
ip the course of his profession to do a great deal 
of benevolent work for the r, and that opera- 
tion led him into works of charitable enterprise. 
Some had thought that in the capacity to de- 
velop greatness the medical profession was 
superior to any. The profession furnished a 
larger proportion, compared with the others, of 
MATERIALISTS AND SKEPTICS. 
The lecturer wittily described the crowds of raw 
and uncultured graduates turned out from the 
m dicai schools to spread over the land hike 
grasshoppers. Physicians were apt to be lack- 
ing in general literary culture. As a profession 
physicians are not imaginative, and hence do 
not produce poets. Holmes was an exception, 
but to the lecturer’s\caste much of his poetry 
smelt of the dissecting-room. A peculiarity of 
the profession was its tendency to split 
into antagonistic parties. A disadvantage 
for the culture of the profession was the lack of 
opposition and criticism in the practice of the 
physician. The sick man believed in his doctor 
and his pathy,“ and submitted himself with- 
out question, The earth hid the physician’s 
failures, while the sun lit up his successes. 
The influence of, 
THE CLERGY 
was very great, especially with those in whom 
thé emotional dominated. The so-called science 
of theology was practically the sole field of in- 
tellectual exercise for the clergyman. and his 
culture was apt to be narrow. They assumed the 
entire truth of that which they professed to ex- 
amine, so that all deductions they held to be true, 
and so wandered into 
DREARY PLATITUDES. 

The various churches had been the esis of 
wa:ring schools, engaged in senseless and bitter 
contests. The effect of — was 
disastrous not only to the cause of religiof and 
virtue, but to those who accepted creeds, He 
who crushed down his intellect to accept a creed 
committed mental suicide.

many of the dogmas in thosé confes- 
sions of i$ faith, be sometimes won- 
dered how persdus who subscribed to them 
could help laughing in each other’s faces. Nev- 
ertheless, confessions of faith were necessary, 
but they should be 
*~ INDIVIDUAL, NOT NATIONAL: 
They should be pronounced to Jod, not to s 
priest. Doubt should not be calied sin. What a 
man should think was for himsef£alone. What 
he did only concerned his fellowa The Church 
might lay down rules of action, but had 
no fright to prescribe beliefs to men. 
The bed of Procrustes was dogmatic the- 
ology. Another effect of the intellectual 
narrowness of tbe clerical profession 
was that it unfitted ministers for dealing with 
social and political questions. The speaker 
cited the temperance questions. The probiem 
of liquor usage was one of expediency, but the 
minister, by the tendency of his profession, must 
lay down sharp Givisions between good and evil, 
and hence were 
FANATIC AND UNCOMPROMISING, 
The speaker ridiculed the movement en- 
gineered by preachers to secure a recognition of 
God and the Christian religion in a purely civil 
instrament such as the Constitution. e had 
known a clergyman who considered fire iusur- 
ance an attempt to escape the judgment of God, 
and another who thought cremation would 
destroy the popalar belief in the immortality of 
the soul. 
The business of 
TEACHING 
gave a of culture not usually found any- 
where out of professionel circles. It was es- 
sentially a cultured proiession: The lecturer 
sketehed differeut classes of teachers, pointing 
out their distumctive peculiarities with great 
N advanced 


acuteness. Some of the thinkers 
of the times were teachers, but it was doubtful

ture. Too long devotion to teaching had a ten- 
dency to make men 
ORACULAR AND OPINIONATED, 
unless they applied a corrective by association 
with their peers in intelligence and erudition. 
Probably no profession exhibited so many lives 
of patient self-denial. In literature, the teacher 
as such had produced but little. Als h many 
eminent writers had been teachers, that gen- 
erally been an incidental calling. The fes- 
sion was lacking in high rewards, and did not 
offer such incentives to as Others. 
. POVERTY AND OBSCURITY 
were too often the lot of the teacher: it was 
this profession that molded the characters of 
men, yet the average pay was that of a village 
biackemith. What whonder that politics were 
corrupt when the school-house was slighted and 
the teacher starved. 
JOURNALISM . 
was apt to be superficial, although taking a wide 
range. The average journalist was of all men 
the readiest with thought and pen. ‘he iuflu- 
ence of the press it was hardly possible to ex- 
press in words, The lecturer gave a num- 
ber of instances of the. influence of the 
press in former times. Its power increased from 
decade to decade in geometrical ratio. A jour- 
nal was a body with many members, with some 
first-class talent and much mediocre talent. 
The tone of journals was lowered by the neces- 
sity of 
CATERING TO ALL TASTES. 
The average journalist corrupted while he de- 
veloped his native town. The crime, escurrility, 
and slang of the day was spread before the 
whole public. The sins against good taste in 
journals were continual. 

The lecturer severely denounced 

INTERVIEWING 

as an offense against good taste and decency. 
He spoke of the invasiou of private rights often 
committed by some ciasses of journals. It was 
sometimes said that the function of a journal 
was judicial, aud any one could be hauled before 
ite bench. But with the -mewspaper-court the 
judgment always preceded the trial, and. asa 
‘rule, the judgment was never reversed. Were 
such än eugiue of private wrong to continue, 
the next magna charts would have to protect the 
people against the power of the press. A ribald 
aud lying press was an intolerable popular 
wrong. 

Taking a general survey of professional life, 
the lecturer argued that breadth and symmet 
were t@ often overlooked in narrowing the ef- 
fort to the securing of depth of special attain- 
ment. He gave a number of instances of the 
superiority of general culture over merely tech- 
nical training, even for special pursuita. The 
learned professions needed to supplement their 
specialties by the traversing of other flelde of 
science. If the clergyman would 

STUDY SOME LAW 
his theology would be the better for it. The 
physician should give some of his leisure bours 
to poe ry and metaphysical speculation. The 
lawyer ought to correct the dryness of his in- 
tellectual habit by copious infusions of general 
literature. The teacher should have a higher 
idea of the dignity of his profession, and not 
bound his studies by the demands of bis ordi- 
nary work. Ihe journalist, to make his m- 
fluence permanent and beneficent, should seek 
to reach solid attainments. It was of greater 
importance that the 
PRESS SHOULD BE CULTURED 

than that its sister professions shouldbe so. Of 
a science of politics their pation was in ignor- 
ance, The American principle for the conduct 
of the State was, that to the victors belong the 
spoils. Without a reformation of the political 
tendencies of the time, the ruin of our political 
system was a sad certainty. . 

The lecturer closed by giving an eloquent de- 
scription of the processes of culture and the 
building up of a barmoniously-proportioned 
character.

MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY. 
THE BACCALAUREATE SERMON.

Ann Anson. Mich., June 28.—As the first 
exercise of Commencement-weex at the Mich- 
igan University, at 4 o’clock on Sunday, the 27th, 
the aunual Baccalaureate sermon was delivered 
by President Angell, in UniYersity Ball. Besides 
the senior class of the University, there were 
upwards of 2,000 people iv attendance. 

Although the weather was exceediogly warm, 
the address was listened to with close attention. 
Dr. Angell spoke in his usual happy manner for 
an four upon the subject: How on Christian 
principles one may fix upon his calling 
in life.” He said that the question, 
What pursuit in life shail I follow?” 
is the first that presents itself to the college 
graduate, and it should be answered only after 
careful deliberation. Lives of men are of 
greater power for good or ill than engines of 
war. All depends upon the spirit with which a 
course in life is pursued. The great principle 
that should govern us is that our lives sbould 


|. be made to work in harmony with the Divine 


will and pleasure. Then ocniy can we attain to 
the largest results. An opposite course must 
waste much energy and force. Such a course is 
found in the exciusive pursuit of wealth. The 
lesson that Christ taught the young man should 
ever be in mind. No less will he fail 
who as exclusgixely gives himself up to the at- 
tainment of literary or political distinction. 
This is too often the infirmity of great minds. 

After referring to the natural apiitude which 
most men seem to have for some particular call- 
ing, and illustrating it, be said thatno man 
should turn aside from what he has special talent 
for. Here many parents make mistakes wiih 
their children, in using their authority. An 
honest man can make any calling honorable. 
There is great need in this country for thor- 
oughly trained men for conducting industrial 
pursuits. How much more honor might 
many bring to themselves in this field 
than in striving for proficiency in the 
professions ! There is a class who are 
shat up bv providential circumstances to a pur- 
suit. A patrimony has been left them which 
taey must guard. There are others depending 
upon them for support, and the particular field 
at band must be entered; but it behooves them 
to work with vigor and earnestness. 

It is a great mistake with maby to suppose 
that there are men who have equal aptitade for 
any calling they may choose to follow. Some 
one has stated that Napoleon would have made 
a poet and become as renowned as he was as 
a General. Witu such men as Leibnitz. Helm- 
holtz, Goethe, and Gladstone in our 
minds, we might be ioclined to believe 
that success in anything is possible to 
some. What we call success is often 
far from it, especially with ourselves. Self-de- 
ception gets possession of us often when we 
imagine that some particular work we have per- 
formed is specially excellent, while in another's 
opinion it is far from being 80. We are apt to 
prize that highest upon which we have expended 
the most labor, while that great amount of labor 
was needed because we Fuad little aptitude 
for the work. To determice what pursuit is 
best for us we can best learn from friends and 
by following the guidance of the spirit of God. 
To receive this guidance the heart should be 
like the land-locked lake, so shut in that the 
storms and winds cause no ripple upon its sur- 
— looking only toward the clear sky over - 

ead. 

Another suggestion that he would make is, 
always be ready! The imaginary batiles of the 
future are always won in the battles of to-day. 
It wili not do to sit down and pine over what 
may happen. Presumption is always against the 

I'he most uopromising road may lead to 
what is most necessary and best. Mark the 
lines of duty and then diligently follow them. 
Earnest, faithful prayer is needed here. 

Again, he said, patience, pluck, and persever- 
arfce are important, necessary qualities, but with 
them work of the most earnest kind is needed.

INDIANA STATE UNIVERSITY. 
ADDRESS OF MB. HENRY WATTERSON. 
Special Dnspatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Bioominetox, Ind. June 28.—Tne annual 
Commencement of the State University is in 
progress here this week. The chief matter of 
interest to-day wasthe address of Henry Wat- 
terson, editor of the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
before the literary societies. It was called A 
Plea for Tolerance.” Mr. Watterson began with 
an apology, which the resuit proved unnecessary, 
for the @iscursive nature of the reflections he 
had to offer. He said that the habits of his pro- 
fession precluded methodical or exact thinking, 
and still more the pursuit of an ambitious 
sequences or scientific arrangement. The Lesson 
of Life, accordiog to Mr. Watterson, is neither 
complex nor obscure, consisting in a few simple 
rules. To see things as they are, and especially 
to dee ourselves as others see us; to 
avoid deceptions of every sort, self-deceptions 
being of the most serious and dangerous kind; 
to pick some business which we like and for 
which we are suited, and to stick to that; to be 
industrious, and frugaj and uprigut. kindly and 
obliging,—that is all. The rest may be safely 
left to take care of itself. Ao old, old storv in- 
deed; told over and over again in the moraliem 
of every country and every age. Still, men rise 
and fall, and nations go astray, precisely as they 
did in the epoch g the flood. Success 
im lite, and by *‘ success” Mr. Watterson means 
public usefulness snd individual contentment 
and happiness, is not to be found in ambitious 
pursuits. Nor ie greatuess in man to be meas- 
ured by exceptional achievements in literatare, 
oratory, or wir. ‘The foundation of all great- 
ness, the beginning and the end of all true man- 
bood, is character. 

There is no dictum that has less wisdom in it 
than that which declares if you are not for me 
vou are against me.” The man who swears that 
he knows bis own mind, and wbo, to exbibit the 
souodness and force of his opinious, never stops 
short of an extreme, may usually be watched 
with advantage. If he be not a bigot he is like 
to prove to be something worse. Neither as a 
politician nor as a churchman is he to be trust- 
ed; for, where be is bonest, be is arrogant and 
exacting, abounding in vain and wicked self-as- 
eertion, Yet such men get on in stormy times, 
aud contrive to jump from excess to excess with 
marvelous dexterity. crying up their sincerity 
and steadfartness whilst executing the most sur- 
pg feats of inconsistency. From this point 
Mr. Watterson proceeded to define consistency, 
agreeing generaliy with the notions set forth in 
Emersou's famous essay. He held up to admira- 
tion the character of the Trimmer, exempli- 
fied by Halifax, and immortalized by Macaulay 
in a historical sketch of dubious accuracy. 

The orator continued in a flight of eloquence 
which gives, perhaps, a fair specimen of bis 
style, and may appropriately conclude this ab- 
stract of his address: I believe, then, that in 
the conduct of life the first of the virtues is tol- 
erance. Indeed, tolerance of a certain kind is a 
basis of physical necessity. We do not move 
along the street or drive across a bridge ina 
straight line, looking neither to the rigbt nor 
leit, giving the way to no, one, keeping on our 
own course regardless of consequences, and 
priding ourselves upon the ‘principle’ of ob- 
structing everybody and oversthihe ip a vain and 
practically in an idiotic effort at * directness.’ 
The man who does that is justly accounted a 
madman or ap enemy to society, or, at the 
least, a blackguard and a bully. I knew «a 
man once who did not end his days in @ 
lunatic asylum, but who came to a halt sud- 
denly with a half dozen bullets m his mortal 
frame, who had u passion, somewhat exagger- 
ated I am bound to admit, for keeping the neigh- 
borhood in a state of perfect order, reducing men 
and things to his own acute sense of propriety. 
He was possessed of great personal courage and 
vigor of intellect ; was as pretty a specimen of 
manly beauty as one might meet and takea 
passage Of pistols with on a summer's day; an 
Apoilo Belvidere; plausible, kimd-bearted, and 
exacting. For ten years he kept many hundreds 
of people in a state of perennial terror; swear- 
ing all the while, and believing that, if it were 
not for him, things would go to the bad. Well, 
finally, he carried his regulating propensities to 
a point which a young friend of his could not 
brook, and—to use a newspaper technicality— 
the verdict of the Coroner's jury was ‘ justifiable 
homicide.’ The people thereabouts were im- 
mensely relieved, aud began forthwith to make 
a hero of the slayer, who was elected to the 
Legislature in consequence of his act.”

THE DETROIT. TORNADO, 


Destruction of a Large Number 
of Buildings. 


Several Persons Killed, and Nearly Fifty 
In ured. 


Storm-Damage in Iowa, Wisconsin, and 
Nebraska. 


Detroit Free Press, June . 

Ove of the most startling and terrible calami- 
ties known in the history of Detroit befell the 
city Sunday afternoon, resulting in a serious 
loss of fe and the woundiog of nearly fifty per- 
sons, besides tremeadous destruction of preper- 
ty, the full extent of which no man can even ap- 
proximately estimate at present. 

THE DESTROYER 

seemed to be a whirlwind which rose appsrently 
near the southwestern limit of the city. It was 
first seen in that direction in the shape of a dark, 
smoky-looking spiral mass. sbaped like an in- 
verted tunnel of enormous dimensions, aud 
whirling with inconceivable rapidity. Its for- 
ward movement was also very rapid in & course 
north of east, but it did not strike the earth un- 
til it reached the vicinity of Williams avenue 
and Ash street. There the first evidence of 


ITS AWFUL POWER 
was seen in upturned sidewalks and demolished 


outbuildings, but vo dwellings seem to have 
been caught in that immediate neighborhood, 
It continued on its course across Maybury, Sulli- 
van, and Humboldt avenues, Eighteenth, even- 
teenth, Sixteenth, Fifteenth, Fourteenth? Tbir- 
teenth-and-a-half, and Thirteenth streets. {cross- 
ing Grand River, a short distance north of which 
‘itagain arose and passed on over the tops of 
buildings, disappearing at the intersection of 
Woodward avenue and the Holden Road. 
THE GREATEST DESTRUCTION 

was south of Grand River avenue, from and in- 
cluding Fourteenth street to Eighteenth, be- 
tween Magnolia and Linden streets. Ita track 
was perhaps 150 feet wide, and within that limit 
nothing could resist its tremendous force, 


Houses were taken up highin the air, shaken 


into fragments, and in many instances scattered 
over territory a mile in length. Indeed flying 
pieces of timber were seen whirling aloft and 
flying about fully 2 miles from the place where 
the work of demolition began. Where at one 
moment stood a row of substantial houses, the 
next witnessed a scene of devastation impossible 
to realize, with scarcely a vestige of the build- 
ings in sight, so utterly were they swept off the 
face of tae earth. ;

HENRY FORD'S PREDICAMENT. 

The house on the corner of Twelfth and 
Brigbam streets was occupied by Henry Ford, 
his wife, and five children. While at the eu . 
table a horrible hissing sound caused Mr. Ford 
to turn his head, when he saw, as he says, an 
inky black cload coming towards his house, the 
air being filled with the debris of buildings.” 
Scarcely knowing what he did, be gathered bis 
family about him, and started for the back door. 
He reached the door of the kitchen which open- 
ed into a woodshed just in time to see the shed 
lifted bodily away from the main building and 
dashed against his back fence, completely demol- 
ishing both structures. 5 ing there in amaze- 
ment the family were still further affrigbted bv 
seeing the roof of their dweiling arise and sail 
away, followed by a wardrobe, articles of cloth- 
ing, and household furniture, until the rooms 
were literally bare of 88 movable. 
Strange to say, not one of Mr. s family was 
injured. Mr. Ford is a catpenter and joiner, 
and in searching in a lot about 400 feet to the 
north found the roof of his house in pretty good 
condition. 

The two houses next east were owned by a 
produce dealer named Tyler, and were seriously 
injured. One of them wasanew hou unoc- 
oupied, while the other was ocoupied by Thomas 
Givenny and three ladies, wbo escaped uniu- 
jured. Both houses must be rebailt to reader

A MOTHER AND INFANT INJURED. 

The first house west of Mr. Ford's, and sixth 
from Grand River avenue on Twelfth street, was 
owned and occupied by William Perkins, a pro- 
duce dealer. Mr. Perkins was absent last even- 
ing, Mre. Perkins and four small children, the 
youngest about three months old, being alone 
when the tornado passed over. Hearing the 
noise, and seeing the approaching cloud, Mrs. 
Perkins, with her youngest child in her arms 
and the others following, started out of the 
house to take refuge in a barn at the rear,of the 
lot. Whea about twenty-five feet away from the 
house she was struck between the shoulders by 
a piece of timber fiying through the 
air, knoc“ing her to the ground and 
severely .cjuring her end the baby. At 
a late hour last night Mre. Perkins 
was pronounced out of danger, but there were 
fears that her child would not recover. The 
barn to which Mrs. Perkins was fleeing was com- 
pletely scattered to the winds, as were all of the 
stables and outbuildings in that immediate 
neighborhood. The house was comparatively 
uninjured, being the last building touched by 
the storm. 

HOW THE CLOUD LIFTED. 

A gentleman named Roberts, who lives on 
Twelfth street, just east of the path of the 
storm, save. that the top of the cloud, when it 
struck Ford’s house, was apparently about 100 
feet eabove the ground, and rolling over 
much lke coal smoke as it comes from 
the smoke-stack of a tug-boat. This cloud 
continued to roll and move on until, about 
400 feet north of Ford’s house, it struck 
a grove of trees and shot upward about 300 féet, 
assuming the shape and looking very much like 
a mammoth balloon, the air beneath being filled 
with flying boards, timbers, shingles, household 
furniture and poultry. Mr. Roberts watched the 
cloud. When over Eighth street, it changed its 
northerly course, going almost directly west 
about 600 feet, when it resumed its course to 
the north and disappeared from sight in the 
distance. 

AT TBE END OF THE PATH. 

The Thomoson Street Schoo! buiideng is situ- 
ated near the point where the destruction 
ceased, and is on the western edge of the torpa- 
do's trail. Four windows in the south side of 
the building were taken out completely. Otner- 
wise the building is uninjured, even sheete of 
paper and books lying upon the deska inside, 
presentivg the appearance of having been 
ranged by pupils and teachers on “the last day 
of school.” 

Charles Louys, a teamster, lives at No. 798 
Twelfth street, aod his barn is just opposite the 
extreme north end of the path of destruction, 
He had a piece of stove-pipe stored up-stairs in 
his barn, one end of which projected through a 
hole in the side of the barn. In that piece of 
pipe was discovered, tightiy wedged, the y of 
a duck with its head cut off. Ihe head was 
found upon the barn-floor by the side of the 
pipe.

AT THE HOSPITALS. 

Ten persons were carried to Harper and St.

They are a Ger- 
mas woman about 70 years of age, a boy of 10 
a German woman of 30, and two girls, aged 7 
and 10 respectively.

Charles Pica sustained a fracture of his ribs 
and numerous bruises about the body by bein

forts to rescue his wife and baby, who were car- 
riéd from the house through two doors and 
against a board fence. 

Mrs. Pica sustained a double fracture of her 
right leg and dislocation of her left hip. 

Owing to the precarious condition of the old 
lady who was injured, it was impossible last 
night to learn ber vame or any information 
relative to where she lived. One of her 
lower ribs is fractured, and she received a se- 
vere cut on one of her legs. The remaining lady, 
being in delicate health at the time of the disas- 
ter. although showing no marks of serious in- 
fury, remained insensible for a long tame afier

CROPS AND HOPPERS. 


NEBRASKA. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, 
Omana, Neb., June 28.—Senator Hitchcock, 
who has just returned from the tour of Gage, 
Saline, Lancaster, and Saunders Counties,reports 
that the injury to the crops by grasshoppers is 
much less than liad been given out. The crop 
prospect in Saline and Gage, be says, is fine. and 
the reports from counties in that vicinity gen- 
erally are more favorable. Estra Willard, Chair- 
man of the Relief Society, states that no aid is 
asked except from the Counties of Otoe, Nemaha, 
Richardson, Pawnee, Johnson, and part of Cass. 
These comprise the tier of counties east 
of those visited by Senator Hitchcock, 
and are situated in the southeast- 
ern quarter of the State, bordering on 
Kansas and the Missouri. They are among the 
oldest—settled, wealthiest, and most populous in 
the State, and constitute the best agricultaral 
district in Nebraska. In these counties alone, it 
is reported, were grasshoppers batched this sea- 
son from the eggs deposited by the survivors of 
last year ; 20 the damage to other counties has 
been but Yomparatively trivial, ranging from 2 
to 5 and ia some instances 10 per cent of the 
crop. The only aid asked has been in the way 
seeds for 
buckwheat, tarnip, Hungarian 
pumpkin have 
been furnished by the Relief Society, and 
no further contributions will be solicited from 
other States except in the event of a returo of 
the grasshoppers. Gen. Brisbio, U. 8. A., who 
has just returned from ao inspection of these 
counties, reports that, in Nemaha, excepta 
small belt in the northwostern part of the coun- 
ty, nearly the entire growing crop ha» been de-

The Hospital Turned into a 
Boarding-House, 


Kimberly's Case Referred- The Humane 
Society. 


7 O 
A regular meeting of the Board of County 
Commissioners wag held yesterday afternoon, 
President Burdick ia the chair, and a full Board 
present. 


COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

A communication from Dr. Hots was read. In 
it be said he wished to invite the attention of the 
Board to some grave irregularities in the man- 
agement of the County Hospital. The Warden 
there had turned it into a boarding-house. At 
least during the last five weeks he had beea 
boarding there a number of men who did not 
wish to be treated as patients m the hospital; 
they lived there, but went down town for medi- 
cal treatment. The Warden had repeatedly been 
requested by the attending physician to dis- 
oharge those persons, but he had refused unless 
he bad an order to do so from the County Board, 
assuming the right to give any eye patient in 
the hospical the permission to go down town for 
treatment, and to eat aud sleepin the hospital. 
The result of this practice, of cour was the 
complete disorganization of the eye-department, 
oad the discipline of the bospital was badly 
shaken. 

Comm iauioner McCaffrey moved that the com- 
munication be placed on file. He said that he 
did not know much of the merits of thd case, 
but knew that Dr. Hotz had tarned people out 
of the hospital because they had redeived med- 
ical attention from other physicians. He thought 
patients could be more rapidly cured by other 
doctors than Hotz, and that, in fact, the county 
was keeping a boarding-house for that physician's 
beneiit. 

Commissioner Jones said he did not think the 
hospital was bemg used as a boarding-house. 
He had been told by Dr. Hotz that patients were 
receiving outside medical attention, but he 
thought it was vot being done to any extent. 

Commissioner Clou £ said he had supposed 
that they had a go faculty at the hospital. 
They were, as far as he knew, gentlemen of skill 
and ability. But it was seen that patients had 
chosen to ignore the treatment there, and had 
gone away to be doctored elsewhere. They 
were pow back again, simply boarding at the 
county's expense. He moved the report be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Hospitals. This 
motion was concurred in. 

KIMBERLY. 

A communication from the Clerk of the Crim- 
ioe!) Court, referring to the Board the findings of 
the late Grand Jury in reference to Warden 
Kimberly and Clement T. Periolat, which have 
already been published in Tun Trreuye, was re- 
ceived and read, as were also tile findings. 

Commissioner Schmitz moved that the com- 
munication be referred to the Commuttee on 
Public Charitles. Carried. 

SHORTHAND KEPORTERS. 

A communication was read from Attorney 
Rountree, asking that he be aliowed the services 
ofashorthaud re,orter duaivog the tax cages. 
Commissioner Johuson moved that the attorney 
be permitted to engage a shorthand writer. He 
stated in support thereof that there was so much 
work accruing from appeal cases in the Supreme 
Court that one would be required. 

Commissioner Clough asked as to the ex- 
pense of such an assistant, and finally moved 
that bis services be limited to s certain time, ana 
that the wages be fixed ata rate not to exceed 
Si0aday. After some further talk im refer- 
ence to salaries of shorthand wrisers, the ap- 
plication was granted.

„ SQUATTER SOVEREIGNTY. 


How the Great Principle was Violated 
on Fay Street. 


Ejectment of Mrs. Dolatoski and 
Her Offspring. 


Her Resistance to the Minions of the Law. 


The squatters on the Fay street patch have 
finally succumbed to the minions of the law, and 
the rightful owners now hold possession of the 
disputed territory. The curtain went down on 
the last act of the drama yesterday afternoon, 
the final tableau exhibiting two razed shanties, 
a cloud of dust and ancient cobwebs, the house- 
hold effects of one family, ands motley crowd 
of ** patchers,” a lawyer, a constable, six men 
with axes, and a Tame representative. 

Two o'clock was the bour announced for the 
opening scene, but the patch was invaded by but 
one emissary of the press at that hour, and he 
was viewed curiously by a few old women. Three 
o'clock brought Constable O'Brien and Attorney 
Hertig, and the former, armed. with a writ of 
restitution, issued out of Justice Meecb’s court, 
proceeded to enforce the rights of Mrs. 
Thomasetta Skinner, the plaintiff, for whom Mr. 
Hertig acts. 

THE TRACT OF LAND 
which has been so long a bone of contention is 
situated on both sides of Fay street, a little, low, 
dirty, unsewered thoroughfare in the Fifteenth 


Ward, and bounded by Milwaukee avenue ov the 


south, Pratt street on the north, and Green and 
Peoria streets on the eas and west, respectively. 
Its shape is like a badiy-made pothook, and its 
lengeh equal to about two blocks. There are 
beak a Hundred little shauties upon the tract, 
and they are built zig-zag, and without regard 
to sidewalk aud lot lines, The dwellers ou the 
land are mostly Prussian Poles, with a small 
sprinkling of Germans and Irish. The families 
are large, averaging about six kinder to each. 
THE INHABITANTS 
of that select and exciusive district were not 
aware of the intentions of the enemy 
yesterday, and it was not until active 
hostilities commenced that they assembled 
in force. It was a few minutes after when 
O'Brien served the writs. He had two, one ad- 
dressed to Franz Dolatoeki and another to 
Stephen Martinkoski, both mea natives of the 
fair land of Poland. Neither were at bome, 
articularly the last named, who bad moved out 
— and left a small piece of paper in one 
of the windows of his late shanty, on which 
was inscribed: “Tis Hoss for Sol at 120 
Kornel str.“ Dolatoski’s wife. a spare 
woman, with ‘six small children about 
her, was the representative of sbanty

a little tothe rear. Mrs. Dolatoski could not 
talk good Hnglieb, and Hertig gave her to un- 
derstand in German what she might expect un- 
less she ejected herself forthwith ; he had come 
there with six men and as many axes and one 
big sledge-hammer and a Constable to :aze those 
two shanties in benalf of his client, and in pur- 
suaoce of an order from the proper court; he 
had given three weeks’ notice, and had repeat- 
ediy warned them not to remain longer than yes- 
terday, and as Mr. Dolateski had not compied 
with his order he must take the consequences, — 
finding bimself 
WITHOUT A ROOF TO COVE HIS HEAD 
and no place to call home when he returned 
from his labors in a distant luinber-yard. Mrs. 
D. evidently did not think the lawyer was going to 
take summery measures until the meu began to 
tear down the vacant shanty. Then she woke 
up to a sense of her situation, and began to 
realize that her fireside was about to be invaded. 
She arose in arma shortly afterward. 
A half-dozen stout mea began 
THE WORK OF DESTRUCTION 

in a moment after their arrival, under O' Prien's 
inetructiops, They took out the half-decayed 
window-sasbes, tore down the doors, and began 
to knock the boards off the sides, back, and 
front of the building. This speedily brought 
out the patch army, end two sick men, ten old 
women, anda dozen grown-up giils and about 
as many boys of a like age, aud fully fifty chil- 
dren, ‘from the toddhug mfant to the 
youth of 16, came climbing over fences, 
eme ging from adjoining houses, aod, 
in fact, flocking from all pointe 
of the compase to inquire the cause of the uv- 
usual scene. They quickly learned, and, ere the 
men had left but a bare skeleton of the shanty, 
some of the boys were giving a hand in the 
work, and.meking merry over the excitement. 
It took about twenty minutes to tear the old 
structure down, and, when the last supporte 
were knocked from under it, it fell with a crash 
and a cloud ot dust, anda yell from the crowd 
greeted ite fall. 

While the work of razing was going on, Her- 
tig, who did his unpleasant duty as geutly as 
possible, betook himself into the domicile of 

Mus. DOLATOSKI, 

which consisted of two rooms, much neater than 
are usually seen in similar structures. The walls 
of the front room were rough, but a clean coat 
of whitewash made them bright, while a row of 
about ten or twelve little pictures, representing 
the Savior and saints and the Virgin Mary, adorned 
them. There were tno beds in the apartment, 
and upon one a little 8-year-old girl, apparently 
quite ill, was lying. A nice, bright cooking 
stove and the usual household utensils occupied 
the kitchen. The duilder of the structure had 
placed the front to the more pretevtious Mi!- 
Waukee avenue, as H not deiguing to put it to- 
ward the puuy Faystreet. The architecture was 
of the sieep, gablie-noof style, one chimney be- 
ing get up on stiite, outside of the house.

MUNICIPAL INDEBTEDNESS. 

The growth of the municipal indebtedness 
of this country, and the seeming popular in- 
difference to it, constitutes one of the most 
serious dangers that threaten our American 
system. Careful estimates reveal the as- 
tounding fact that city debts have increased 
50 per cent since their tabulation in the cen- 
sus of 1870, and the ratio of increase in State 
and county debts is relatively alarming. 
Wherever the increase has not been checked 
in city, town, or county by constitutional 
limitation, there has been a persistent and 
enormous increase within the last five years. 
Any exhibit calculated to bring the enormity 
of municipal indebtedness vividly before the 
people is especialiy valuable. A recent dis- 
cussion in the British Parliament brought 
out a statement of the municipal debts of the 
Kingdom; those cities owing more than 
$1,000,000 aggregate as follows :

| State adopted in 1871. Hed it not been for 
this wise limitation, it is not unlikely that, 
to-day, the debt of Chicago would have been 
third in the list, and exceeded only by New 


York and Philadelphia. At the end of Cor 
yrn’s administration, with the disposition of 


the present crowd in the City Government to 
spend money, our debt would probably have 
reached $25,000,000, if it had not been abso- 
lutely limited to 5 per cent of the valuation of 
the property. More can be done, therefore, 
to check the reckless expenditures and the 
official corruption responsible for the enor- 
mous debts of other cities by following the 
example of Illinois in this regard than in any 
other way. It is evident that something 
must be done, and done quickly, to avoid 
general municipal bankruptcy. 


‘“REPUBLICAN TESTIMONY.” 

The Cincinnati Hnguirer and all the other 
Democratic shinplaster papers of Ohio are 
making a parade in their e ns of a long 
editorial in the Chicago ring organ approv- 
ing and indorsing the inflation policy pro- 
posed by the Ohio platform.

But! persuaded by the ava- 
rice of bullionists and bondholders, the Republican 
party of the Forty-third Concress struck a blow at the 
greenback currency which destroyed confidence and 
staggered every industry. The provision for the re- 
tirement of even a small percentage of the greenback 
issue was notice to the community of a purpose to re- 
tire every dollar of it, and the pledge to resume specie 
payments on agiven day was a pledge to force con- 
traction and consequent bankruptcy. By this one 
act every merchant, every manufacturer, every pro- 
ducer was warned to contract his business, to furl his 
sails to meet, as best he might, the coming storm, 
The storm is upon us. It is sweeping away all who 
did not heed the warning and many who did, but 
found themselves unable to shield their property from 
its dire effects, ‘ 4 

It can hardly be necessary to point out to 
any intelligent reader the absurdities of the 
foregoing. The establishment of the green- 
back currency was a war measure,—one of des- 
perate necessity ; it was a forced loan, justi- 
fiable only by extreme necessity, just as any 
other form of confiscation would be under 
like circumstances. It was never intended to 
lat beyond the necessity that called for it, 
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To contrast with this statement the munic- 
ipal indebtedness of*American cities of the 
same class, the Cincinnati Commercial has 
prepared from the latest sources the following

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A comparison of these tables makes a 
startling exhibit. Twenty-one cities in En- 
gland, with a population of over 6,000,000, 

do not owe as much money as the single City 
of New York, with a population of less than 
1,000,000. London, with its population of over 
3,200, 000, taking in not only the city proper, 
but all the consolidated municipalities df the 

metropolis, owes not quite half as much as 

Philadelphia, with 700,000 people, but little 
more than half as much as Boston, with less 
than 300,000 inhabitants, and not as much by 
several millions as Brooklyn, Baltimoro, or 
Washington. Cities like Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Leeds, and Birmingham, have vastly 
smaller debts than cities of the same class in 
this country. Birmingham, for instance, 
with nearly 350,000 inhabitants, owes but 
$2,865,000, or less than some of our cities 
having but from 30,000 to 40,000 inhabitants. 
The twenty-one cities of England, with their 
population of over 6,000,000, owe but about 
one-fourth as much as thirty American cities 
with a population of little more than 
4,000,000, 

The reasons of this vast difference between 
the municipal debts of England and those of 
the United States are obvious enough. It is 
owing mainly to three causes, viz.: (1) The 
prevalence of the ward system of politics in 
the government of our American cities; (2) 
the temptation of a corrupt system of con- 
tracting for work, whereby the spoils are 
divided between contractors and local office-

Chicago is better off in the matter of mu- 
nicipal indebtedness than any other city in 
the country in proportion to population. It 
owes less than half asmuch as Boston, though

This is a 
most remarkable instance of the effect pre- 
ceding the cause that has yet happpened. 
All. the failures of 1873 and 1874, which 
closed the iron furnaces and the carpet mills, 
and which suspended trade and stopped pro- 
duction, occurred when the currency was in- 
flated twenty-six millions beyond the highest 
amount ontstanding for many years. 

When the country was prostrate from the 
wreck caused by the bursting of the inflation 
bubble, Congress interposed to give some 
assurance to the civilized world. that the 
United States would, even at a remote date, 
return to honest dealings in Honest money. 
Now comes’ the organ of all the jobs and 
frauds, from salary-grabs and Pacific Mail 
down to loaning the State funds to a bank- 
rupt bank, and gives Republican testi- 
mony that the panic of 1873 was caused by 
an act of Gongress passed in 1875. 


REPUDIATION BY STATES. 
Ex-Secretary McCuiioca’s sixth letter re- 


views the financial policy of Virginia, and 
closes with the startling assertion that Mas- 
sachusetts and California are the only two 
States in the Union which have not been 


guilty of at least partial repudiation. 


Virginia bonds had always been a favorite 
among American securities in London. The 
Old Dominion Was the most English part of 
America, fir more so than New England. 
Many ties connected her with the mother 
country, so that she had little diffidulty in 
creating a number of financial ties between 
Richmond and London, She entered the 
Confederacy very dteply in debt. The in- 
terest onehgr bonds was, of course, suspend- 
ed during che War, but no reproach was 
heard aud no effort was made after 
the War to collect the money in 
arrears until a reasonable time had 
been Mlowed for the recuperation of 
the battle-field of the Rebellion. Meanwhile, 
the State did nothing to meet her past-due 
obligations. Finally, when the Creditors’ 
Committee had gone to Richmond and done 
what it could, an act was passed which au- 
thorized the funding of the old bonds and 
accrued interest, two-thirds in new bonds, 
the interest-coupons of which were to be re- 
ceived for taxes, and one-third in certificates. 
The latter were practically valueless, for 
they were held to represent the part of the 
debt owned by West Virginia, and’ the latter 
had declined to assume any of it. The reason 
given is that the public works, for which the 
debt was incurred, are all within the limits 
of Virginia proper. The creditors, however; 
tock the two-thirds as the best they could 
hope for. About two-thirds of the whole 
debt had been thus scaled, when the Vir- 
ginia Legislature did a very dishonest thing. 
It repealed the law which authorized the 
issue of new bonds with coupons that 
were receivable for taxes, and instructed the 
State officers to decline to receive for taxes 
the coupons of the bonds already issued. 
The courts have set aside this latter law, on 
the ground that they were issued under a 
contract between the S the bondhold- 
ers, and that this contract could not be 
broken. This is the state of things now. 
The people of Virginia are dissatisfied. They 
have incurred all the odium, and only part of 
the profit—momentary, at best—of repudia- 
tion. The bondholders are dissatisfied, part 
of them because they are not even allowed 
fund their old bonds at a sacrifice of 334 
cent, and the others beeause they cannot get 
their interest-coupons cashed, and have to sell 
them at a heavy sliave to tax-payers. So this 
policy of repudiation has ended in disgusting 
everybody, while the original compro- 
mise, if - fully carried out, would 
have opened Lombard street to Vir- 
ginia; have preserved the honor of the 
Mother of Presidents, the State of Wasz- 


moro, Jurrensox, Tarn, Hewar, and | 


Mopo; and have secured for her the in- 
flow of capital and labor she so sadly needs. 
The only States in the Union, according to 
Mr. McCur10cn, which have not dishonestly 
paid in depreciated paper the debts due in 
coin, are Massachusetts and California. This 
is not very pleasing information. The ex- 
Secretary's next letter is to be devoted to 
this point. Meanwhile, his statements about 
‘Indiana's record of repudiation have called 
out much correspondence in excuse, pro- 
testation, and lamentation, but the facts he 
gave have not been cleared away. One 
indignant New Yorker confides to the 
public that he owns 65,000 in Minne- 
gota bonds, which are part of a 92,000, 
000 debt repudiated by that State. Judge 
Ditx0n recently referred to this debt, in 
the course of a decision, as a valid one, but 
the ‘‘ sovereign State of Minnesota declines 
to pay it, and cannot be compelled to do so. 
The result of this, according to the luckless 
bondholder, is that the State cannot borrow 
in any money-market except on ignominious 
terms.” This expression sounds strangely, | 
applied to a Northern State. It is too true 
of most of the Southern communities. North | 
Carolina bonds are for sale from 51 down to 
8}; South Carolina securities range from 
64 to the dazzling height of 33 and some- 
times 40; Louisiana bonds are worth—that 
is, they will bring—25 to 37; Arkansas and 
Alabama are in the mire; Georgia forms a 
brilliant exception with bonds at 90; and 
Virginia deferred bonds are offered at 8}. 
Carpet-bagism has had much to do with this; 
but the trouble now is dishonesty and idle- 
ness. The American mind is no longer 
shocked at the idea of repudiation, and in the 
South the white American mind i shocked at 
the idea of labor. As long as Southern whites 
refrain from working and try to sponge a liv- 
ing, ante-bellum fashion, off the blacks, so 
long will Southern wealth and credit be small. 


REDEMPTION OF GREENBACKS. | 
It is a remarkable fact that among the | 
host of Senators, Congressmen, legislators, 
journalists, politicians, statesmen, and plat- | 
form+makers of every degree who protest | 
against any resumption of specie payments, | 
cr redemption of greenbacks, because such a | 
proceeding would convulse the business of 
the country and ruin everybody, that there 
is a daily and hourly redemption of green- 
backs in gold going on,—true, not by the 
maker of the notes, but by those who do 80 
asa matter of profit and speculation. It is 
to this fact that the greenbacks have any 
purchasing power or commercial value, and, | 
should this redemption for any cause stop or 
be arrested, they would cease to have any | 
value at all. The value of a greenback is 
precisely what the street-broker will redeem | 
it for. He is not the maker of the note, and | 
is under no obligation to redeem it; but he 
redeems it as a matter of business, a matter 
of profit. On one day he will pay 75 cents 
in coin for greenbacks; on another day, 
or perhaps on the same day, he will 


| pay 80 cents, or 85, or even 90 cents, for green- 


| backs; while the price he pays for them may 
rise above or fall below any of these rates. 
Last week there were sold at public auction in 
this city the notes of a well-known operator, 
amounting upon their face to $75,000. They 
were sold for the highest sum bid for them. | 
Practically, legal-tender notes, to the amount | 
of several million dollars, are sold in the same 
way every day. The man who holds an 
amount of them which he cannot use in pay- 
ment of a foreign debt or goods, or to pay 
customs, or to buy exchange, goes into the 
market and asks, ‘‘ Who will take up these 
overdue notes of the United States at the 
least discount?” He sells them or has them 
redeemed by the man who will give him the 
most coin for them. Like Sam Warn 
notes, their value is precisely what can be ob- 
tained for them. 

If that current value be 80 cents, then they 
will buy the precise amount of iron, cloth, or 
other goods which 80 cents will buy, less a 
considerable margin retained to cover fluctua- 
tions, They have no real purchasing power | 
beyond their value in coin. They are, by the 
necessities of trade, daily delivered over to | 
the broker who redeems them in gold, and at 
such rates of discount as he may demand. 
This coin redemption of the greenbacks is 
the only thing that keeps them afloat. If 
that should be arrested or stopped, then they 
would not be worth anything as a purchasing 
agent. A ton of them would not purchase a 
ton of hay. 

Nor is this redemption of greenbacks in 
coin a trifling one. We purchase $400,000,. | 
000 of dutiable foreign goods every year, 
on which we pay $170,000,000 or more 
a year in the shape of tariff; we have to pay 
in one form or er many more millions 
in the way of frei , and interest on per- 
sonal, corporate, and municipal obligations, 
and on balance of trade against us. The 
amount of debts which the people have to 
pay annually, and for the payment of which 
greenbacks are not available, does not fall 
much below $400,000,000 or $500,000,000 
a year. It is true we export agricul- 
tural commodities; but, before these are 
counted as cash, their value in greenbacks is 
reduced to their value in coin, and in that 
form they are forwarded as so much coin. 

If, then, the greenbacks,—legal tenders, — 
„based upon the faith and resources of the 
naticn,” are redeemed once and a half over 
in coin in the course of every year, how can 
the commerce, and industry, and productions 
of the country be annihilated by having those 
notes redeemed by the maker instead of by 
the brokers, or redeemed at a fixed price in- 
stead of at prices ranging from 75 to 88 cents 
a dollar? If the trade and prosperity of the 
country can be measurably maintained with 
greenbacks convertible into gold at 85 cents, 
how would the business of the country be 
convulsed if they were convertible into coin 
at the rate of 90, or 95, or 100 cents on the 
dollar ? 

The whole picture of ruin and desolation 
which are to follow a resumption of par pay- 
ments is purely imaginary. It is the creation 
of men who are blinded by sophisms, and of 
other men who want to profit by gambling in 
the currency. To have the gi re- 
deemed at par, and by their maker, would 
have the effect of ,closing the gold-room, and 
breaking up the whole traffic in national cur- 
rency. Then a greenback, being worth a dol- 
lar and equivalent toa dollar in coin, would 
l every day in the week at the same

The remedy proposed by these inflation- 
ists for the derangements caused by the de- 
preciation of the currency and its fluctu- 
ations is to issue more of the currency. We

THE BELGIAN RELIGIOUS RIOTS.

The Belgian disturbance 
seems to have had its origin in Antwerp. A 
religious procession was passing through the 
streets, and a school-boy showed disrespect to

New York, June 28.—The interest in the verdict 
of the Beecher case seems strangely and sudden- 
ly to bave waned, Nocrowds attend io the court- 
room, no passers-by gaze up vacantly at the 
jury-room, even the counsel and the :itigants 
avoid the Court-House except when summoned. 
To-day not twenty persons (besides the 100 re- 
porters, for double the number who recorded the 
voluminous evidence wait for the verdict, which 
a single sentence will pronounce) filed into the 
court-room and listened listlessly to the trial by 
Judge Neiison of a monotonous ci case in- 
volving afew hundred dollars and embracing 
not a scintillia of scandal. 

WHEREABOUTS OF THE ACTORS. 

Mr. Beecher went out of town to pass his blue 
Monday. Mre. Beecher herself did not come 
into court, but sat in ber coach near by the Court- 
House, propped up with soft pillows and fanued 
by her fiiends. The ushers of Plymouth alone 
represeuted it. Mr. Tilton was there early, but 
ventured no further thao the ante-room, looking 
into the main halla moment, and bowing to 
some friends who recognized him. The counse!

„Parties here are recommending white-sprace 
packages for butter;“ and asks if “The Farm 
and Garden” considers them safe to use, and 
whether the pitch (resin) of the wood will not

We have always advocated sound, heartwood 


white-ogk tubs or firkins as the dest 
wooden packages for butter. We do so 
yet. Butter will imbibe the taste of 


any package in which it is placed. Hence 
the necessity of thoroughly soaking the new 
firkine, of whatsoever kind; whether of oak, 
preferably, or of ash, as the next best wooden 
material. We have never used spruce packages, 
aod, therefore, cannot speak from experience ; 
but should tase no man's word for their excel- 
lence, except that of practical dairymep. What 
say you, gentlemen,—are spruce ubs superior 
for butter ?

‘THE MARRIAGE COVENANT.

A Remarkable Case in the In 
dianapolis Criminal Court. 


Parties to a Free-Love Contract Prose- 
‘cuted fur Violation of Law. 


The Court Holds that the Contract is a 
Legal and Binding Marriage. 


And that Neither Party Can Dissolve it 


IxDbraxArot As, Ind., June 28.—In the Marion 
Criminal Court, Judge Ubapman to-day rendered 
the following decision in the case of the Skate 
vs. J. R. Buell and Susan D. Gilbert, indicted 


for fornication. The opision says: 

In regard to the effect of the absence of ceremonies 
and forms upon the validity of marriages, if either 
of the parties to the marriage regards it asa union as 
husband and wife, it shall not be either void or void. 
able because the requirements of the statute in regard 
to heense or solemnization have not been complied 
with, and it seems probable, by the proviso to Sec. 3, 
that“ where parties take out 6 marriage-license 
and, acting under that license, appear before any 
person and pronounce by and through him an & 
ment to become man aud wifs the — ge will be 
valid, and the parties held to the contract without any 
regard to the belief the partios may have entertained 
in regard to ite legality, especially if followed by co- 
habitation. — 

But the decision of this proposition is not necessary 
to the case in hand. The defendants took out a license, 
and in the presence of certain witnesses themselves 
solemnized a ceremony of marriage, and took each tho 
other. for husband and wife respectively, using 
each the form of words heretofore set out, 
without the interposition of any ether persous save 
the persons who appeared in the character of witness 
es. The only portion of the tormmula used by the de- 
fendants in this portion of the ceremony to which an 
exception is taken in that embraced in the words, 80 
long as the Union of love and fe shall last ; but 1 
don’t think these words are very significant, nor they 
or any words which may be employed in & Marriage 
ceremony touching the duration of the contract, are 
of any legal force or in any way qualify the 
contract, if the parties agree to be 
husband and wife, and presently thereafter 
assume the status, The law settles the nature and 
duration of the contract, and any stipulation the par- 
ties might make in regsrd thereto would be mere idle 
words and mike sentiment, If the forms now 
under review had been pronounced by an suthorized 
person, the marriage would have been good aud reg- 
ular, If they had been used by an unauthorized third 
person, tuat incapacity of the person solemuising would 
not ua ve invalidased the marrrige, and all that can be 
eaid in this case is that the ron solemn- 
izing or pronouncing the m age, namely, 
the parties to the contract, were not made 
capable by statute of solemutzing the marriage. It is 
dificult to conceive how any additional strength or 
sanctity would be given to a marriage contract where 
the formula has been said by a person incapable of 
solemnizing marriage by che statate, or by the using 
of any priestly or official fanction of which he was 
possessed, and the incapacity of such a person would 
be as complete as could be, and the impropriety of bis 
action certainly as grave; but the defendant, Buell, 
testifies that be believed, at the time of mak- 
ing his marriage contract with Mises Gilbert, that 
it was a legal marriage, and be further testified, in 
answer to cross-interrogatories by the Staten counsel, 
that Miss Gilbert stated at the time that she believed it 
to be legal, Counsel for the State admit if either 
party believed the marriage legal, at the time -be or 
she entered into the relationsabip, that it will stand.

The condi- 
tion of marriage u an institation regalasted by law and 
not by the mere caprice of the parties, WhatI have 
said in regard to the expression in the ceremony con- 
cerning the duration oi the re ation of husband and 
wife is equally applicable to this stipulation of the so- 
culled agreement, Thelaw will have no regard for any 
agreement the parties may make touching the dissolu- 
tion of the union. In most forms used for the solem- 
nization of marriage the parties pledge them- 
selves to continue the relation until parted 
by death, regardless of which many among them 
seek divorce, and which the law grants them wilhout 
considering the a stipulation of their marriage 
agreement concefning ita duration. Numerous author- 
ities might be cited to the effect that 6 marriage will 
not be called void cram | because the formalities of 
solemnization directed by the statute ex de-

Opening Concert ot the German Mus- 
cal Societies at Springfield. 
Specidi Dispatch to The Chcage Tribune, 

Srainoriétip, III., June 28.—The rain, which 
began to fall here last night at 7 o’clock, and 
which continued until 1 o'clock to-day almost 
unintet ruptedly, made the opening offthe Sanger- 
fest rather uncomfortable. The managers were 
lookiug blue this morning, but toward noon 
telegrams began to arrive informing them that 
nearly all che societies expected were oa their 
war. The orchestra, numbering thirty pieces, 
selected from the musicians of Chicago, arrived 
first, followed immediately by the society from 
Joliet, and this afternoon and to-night two 
societies from Peoria, saccompavied by the 
Peoria Light Guard Band, one society from 
Pekiu, one each from Bloomington, Pana, 
Varlinville, Alton, and Quincy arrived. They 
were received by the Reception Committee ag 
they arrived and escorted to Harmonia Hall, 
where refreshments are served free to all.
